Sir: 

Pursuant  to  Section  20,  Chapter  31,  1926,  of  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  I 
have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the 
together  with  such  data  as  would  indicate  the  work  accomplished  during  1934, 
giving  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  insurance  companies  authorized  to 
do  business  within  this  Province  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934,  together 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  those  insurers  organized  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta. 

The  report  further  shows  admissions  and  withdrawals  during  the  year, 
together  with  such  data  as  would  indicate  the  work  accomplished  during  1934, 
also  with  respect  to  administration  of  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act. 

Legislation. 

During  the  1934  session  of  The  Alberta  Legislature  certain  amendments 
were  made  to  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  and  cited  as  "The  Alberta  Insurance 
Act,  1926,  Amendment  Act,  1934.”  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the 
amendments,  all  of  which  came  into  force  on  the  day  upon  which  they  were 
assented  to,  viz.,  April  16th,  1934. 

Section  173  did  not  provide  for  consolidation  of  actions  where  there  were  a 
number  of  policies  covering  the  same  subject  matter,  and  application  to  do  so 
was  refused  by  the  Courts  on  the  ground  that  the  section  was  not  applicable. 
The  intention  of  the  section  was  undoubtedly  to  permit  such  a  consolidation,  but 
to  put  the  matter  beyond  doubt  an  amendment  was  effected  by  adding  the  words 
"or  contracts.” 

Section  183 a.  Insurers  experienced  difficulty  in  dealing  with  claims  of  fire 
insurance  under  garnishee  summonses,  assignments,  orders,  conditional  sales 
agreements,  etc.,  and  since  these  difficulties  arose  as  a  result  of  the  action  of 
the  insured,  there  appeared  to  be  no  good  reason  why  this  additional  burden 
should  be  placed  upon  the  insurer  when  anxious  and  willing  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  loss.  Provision  was  thus  provided  to  enable  insurers  to  obtain  a  valid

discharge  of  its  liability  by  paying  the  moneys  into  Court.  The  receipt  of  the 
Registrar  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  Court  is,  by  the  amendment,  deemed 
sufficient  discharge  to  the  insurer  for  the  moneys  so  paid  into  Court,  and  such 
money  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  orders  of  the  Court. 

Section  183 b,  a  new  section  added  to  the  Act  to  enable  the  Superintendent 
to  decide  the  fairness  of  policies  in  certain  cases  and  prohibiting  their  use  if 
unfair,  fraudulent  or  not  in  the  public  interest. 

Section  191,  permitting  special  forms  of  limitation  of  liability  clauses  in 
policies  of  fire  insurance  and  prescribing  the  method  by  which  such  shall  be 
included  in  the  contracts. 

Section  351.  The  provisions  of  this  section  originally  applied  only  to 
Provincially  incorporated  Mutual  Companies.  The  amendment  extends  the  same 
so  as  to  apply  to  all  Mutual  Companies  operating  in  the  Province  upon  the 
assessment  system. 

Section  498.  Section  263  should  have  been  repealed  in  1929,  but  was  over¬ 
looked  until  1933.  A  new  section  is  now  added  to  give  the  same  effect  as  if 
such  repeal  had  been  made  in  1929  to  avoid  litigation  on  policies  in  force 
between  1929  and  1933.

Enforcement. 

Requests  for  assistance  in  the  adjustment  of  claims  or  interpretation  of 
policy  contracts,  advice  as  to  the  proper  placing  of  insurance  and  respecting 
insurance  generally  of  such  natures,  far  too  numerous  to  mention,  are  being 
made  to  the  extent  of  involving  the  Department  in  multiple  additional  duties. 
The  efforts  being  made  in  this  direction,  in  generously  assisting  the  public  to 
the  very  greatest  extent  possible  in  the  manner  mentioned,  is,  however,  well 
worth  while.  The  work  undertaken  in  this  particular  way  has  been  successful 
to  a  very  large  extent,  causing  satisfaction  to  many  a  dissatisfied  policyholder,  as 
evidenced  by  numbers  of  letters  of  thanks  for  services  rendered.  The  service  has 
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likewise  proved  of  benefit  to  insurers  as  well  as  the  public  who,  through  the 
Department,  have  been  enabled  to  secure  reliable  information  and  unbiasd 
opinions,  and  in  this  way  many  claims  or  other  adjustments  have  been  settled 
without  recourse  to  the  Courts  or  cost  to  either  party. 

The  following  table  indicates  investigations  conducted  of  which  a  record 
has  been  kept.  Considerable  inquiry,  however,  was  otherwise  made  in  a  number 
of  cases  or  information  supplied  from  the  office  not  of  sufficient  importance

Claimants  benefited  to  the  extent  of  $5,840.86  as  a  result  of  claims  paid, 
without  cost,  through  the  efforts  of  this  office. 

Following  recommendations  sponsored  by  the  Association  of  Superintendents 
of  Insurance  of  the  provinces  of  Canada  to  all  provinces,  the  Department  re¬ 
quired  under  authority  of  Section  15,  insurers  licensed  within  the  Province  to 
transact  all  classes  of  insurance  except  life  insurance  to  submit  quarterly  returns 
of  overdue  agents’  balances  commencing  June  30th,  1934.  The  reports  were 
filed  according  to  specimen  forms,  "declared”  by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer 
of  the  companies,  and  included  all  accounts  or  balances  remaining  unpaid  at  the 
end  of  each  quarterly  period  (e.g.,  June  30th,  1934)  of  premiums  on  policies 
written  in  the  third  preceding  month  (e.g.,  in  March,  1934),  or  prior  thereto. 

The  tabulations  thus  made  from  returns  received  were  submitted  to  the 
Association  Conference  held  in  September,  1934,  at  St.  John,  New  Brunswick, 
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and  there  dealt  with  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Credit  and  Free  Insurance 
Evils.  This  committee,  which  was  re-appointed  and  instructed  to  report  again 
to  the  1934  Conference,  resolved: 

"That  all  provinces  be  recommended  to  continue  to  require  quarterly 
returns  of  agents’  balances  more  than  ninety  days  overdue  during  the  year 
intervening  before  the  1935  Conference.” 

A  number  of  investigations  were  undertaken  during  the  year  concerning 
matters  relating  to  misappropriation  of  premiums  by  agents  and  misrepresenta¬ 
tion.  Some  certificates  of  authority  were  either  suspended  or  revoked  as  was 
deemed  advisable,  as  a  result  of  investigations  conducted. 

The  following  tables  indicate  complaints  of  a  more  serious  nature  made 
both  under  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing 
Act.  Following  our  usual  practice  and  to  avoid  routine  work  not  of  particular 
value,  only  investigations  of  consequence  are  recorded.

Insurance  coverage  was  maintained  during  the  year  on  Government  owned 
properties  upon  the  basis  of  revaluation  agreed  upon  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  the  year  1932,  and  inspection  carried  out  where  possible  in 
conjunction  with  other  duties,  or  where  necessary.  There  has  been  no  necessity 
to  revise  existing  insurance  schedules  since  the  revision  last  undertaken  in  1932, 
except  where  essential  on  account  of  change  of  risk,  rate  or  amount  of  coverage 
required.  Seventy  claims  were  presented  to  the  Department  for  adjustment 
during  the  year  1934,  six  being  under  policies  of  fire  insurance,  fifty-nine  on 
account  of  automobile  accidents  in  which  Government  owned  cars  were  involved 
directly  or  indirectly,  and  five  claims  under  bonds  in  force  of  various  natures. 
Collection  made  during  the  period  as  a  result  of  the  adjustments  undertaken  was 
$10,878.64. 

During  the  agency  license  year,  February  15,  1934,  to  February  15,  1935, 
there  were  issued  3,164  Certificates  of  Authority  in  the  following  classes:  1,167 
Life  Certificates,  265  Hail  Certificates,  184  Casualty  Certificates,  and  1,548 
Fire  and  Other  Classes.  This  is  an  increase  of  87  over  the  number  of  certi¬ 
ficates  issued  in  1933.  There  were  also  three  Special  Brokers  licensed  and  34 
Adjusters  licensed  during  the  year. 
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The  Real  Estate  Agents’  licensing  year  expires  June  30th  annually.  Two 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  agents’  or  salesmen’s  certificates  were  issued  from 
January  1st,  1934,  to  December  31st,  1934,  while  166  certificates  have  been 
issued  since  July  1st,  1934,  to  date.

The  Seventeenth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Association  of  Superintendents 
of  Insurance  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada  was  held  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  at  the  city  of  St.  John,  on  September  11th,  12th,  13th  and 
14th,  1934,  and  upwards  of  seventy-five  representative  executives  and  counsel  of 
many  of  the  leading  insurance  companies  attended.  Every  province  of  Canada 
except  Saskatchewan  was  represented,  in  many  cases  by  two  or  three  officials. 
The  Province  of  Alberta  was  represented  by  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and 
Legislative  Counsel. 

About  fifty  amendments  to  the  Uniform  Life  Insurance  Act  were  approved. 
These  amendments  had  been  under  consideration  by  a  specially  selected  commit¬ 
tee  for  five  years.  Of  almost  equal  importance  was  the  work  of  the  committee 
on  amendments  to  uniform  automobile  legislation,  approximately  a  dozen  im¬ 
portant  changes  were  approved  without  change  in  fundamental  principles. 
Certain  proposed  amendments  to  fire  insurance  legislation  suggested  were  set 
aside  for  further  consideration  because  of  conflicting  views  of  various  interests 
heard  before  the  committee.  New  definitions  were  adopted  by  all  of  the 
provinces. 
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Annual  Inspection  of  Insurers. 

During  the  year  regular  inspection  of  Provincial  Insurers  was  undertaken, 
and  complete  detailed  reports  made  and  filed.  No  joint  inspection  of  extra¬ 
provincial  insurers  was  undertaken.  Several  will,  however,  it  is  at  present 
anticipated,  be  conducted  during  1935,  under  arrangement  with  the  Association 
of  Superintendents  of  Insurance. 

The  preceding  reports  of  Provincial  or  extra-provincial  companies  are  set 
forth  in  detail.  The  financial  statements  record  of  Provincial  insurers  are 
taken  from  examination  reports  made  by  the  Department,  others  as  filed  by 
the  company.  Tables  are  appended  showing  the  premiums  and  losses  in  various 
classes  of  insurance  business  transacted  in  the  Province  by  the  individual  com¬ 
panies,  also  amounts  written  and  at  risk.  Tables  appended  showing  premiums 
written  and  losses  incurred  by  the  various  insurers  with  respect  to  life  insurance, 
fire,  hail  and  automobile  insurance  have  been  tabulated  in  a  more  elaborate 
form,  supplying  a  greater  degree  of  information  following  the  practice  estab¬ 
lished  last  year.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  covering  the  period  from 
January  1st  to  December  31st,  1934  (pursuant  to  Section  35,  Chapter  34,  of 
The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  1926). 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  again  a  considerable  reduction  in 
the  destruction  of  property  in  the  Province  by  fire  over  that  of  the  previous 
year.  This  is  the  third  successive  year  I  have  been  able  to  report  a  reduction, 
in  fact,  except  for  a  very  slight  increase  during  the  year  1931  over  the  loss 
occasioned  in  the  year  1930,  a  material  decline  in  the  fire  loss  in  the  Province 
has  occurred  since  the  year  1929.  The  number  of  fires  occurring  since  the 
year  1928  has  also  shown  a  continued  decline,  and  although  not  to  such  an 
appreciable  extent  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  reduction  of  the  damage 
sustained,  nevertheless  at  least  sufficient  to  indicate  much  greater  care  is  being 
exercised  in  preventing  fire.  Continued  vigilance  in  the  inspection  of  risks  and 
removal  of  fire  hazards,  investigations  and  prosecution  of  arson,  and  educational 
activities  have  undoubtedly  had  their  effect,  and  while  it  is  true  less  insurance 
has  been  carried  by  the  public  during  latter  years  (which,  in  itself,  has  caused 
greater  carefulness  to  have  been  observed) ,  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  The 
Fire  Prevention  Act  has  been  a  primary  factor  in  bringing  about  such  a 
beneficial  reduction  in  the  monetary  fire  loss  in  the  Province. 

During  the  year  1934,  1,685  fires  were  reported,  aggregating  a  loss  of 
$1,121,161.93,  to  which  has  been  added  5%  following  the  usual  practice  to 
account  for  losses  not  reported,  making  a  total  loss  for  that  year  of  $1,177,370.08 
as  compared  with  $1,435,612.56  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  fires  was 
1,769  as  compared  with  1,823  for  1933. 

There  is,  however,  still  room  for  improvement.  Table  4  shows  the  causes 
of  the  loss  sustained,  an  analysis  of  which  readily  indicates  most  of  the  fires  to 
have  been  caused  through  carelessness.  Hot  ashes  placed  near  buildings, 
children  playing  with  matches,  careless  smokers,  defective  chimneys,  overheated 
ranges  or  stove  pipes,  sparks  from  fires,  defective  electric  wiring,  cleaning 
clothes  with  gasoline  or  attempting  to  light  fires  with  gasoline,  clothing  or  other 
ignitible  material  placed  near  open  flames,  are  some  of  the  origins  of  the  fires 
reported.  Any  one  of  these  causes  reported  as  having  occasioned  fire  can  only 
be  attributed  to  extreme  carelessness.  Forethought  and  good  management  would 
have  prevented  any  one  of  them.  More  than  50%  of  the  losses  occasioned 
during  the  year  are  attributable  to  the  aforementioned  causes,  while  at  least 
80%  of  the  origins  of  fire  shown  in  the  table  establish  a  very  definite  disregard 
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of  the  simplest  precautions  against  fire,  all  of  which  could  readily  have  been 
prevented  with  reasonable  care.  Although  the  Department  has,  during  the  past, 
used  all  resources  at  its  command  to  bring  before  the  public,  notice  of  the  wanton 
carelessness  and  disregard  of  the  simplest  methods  of  preventing  fire,  and  the 
resultant  loss  to  the  Province,  yet  it  is  evident  continued  vigilance  must  be 
pursued  and  education,  inspection  and  investigation  continued  to  the  very 
greatest  extent  possible,  if  further  reduction  in  the  fire  loss  is  to  be  realized. 
The  Department  is  prepared  to  render  every  possible  service  in  the  hope  that  a 

still  greater  reduction  in  the  fire  loss  of  the  Province  for  the  current  year  may 

be  brought  about,  and  so  prevent  to  the  utmost  limit  serious  suffering  and 
fatalities  occasioned  by  fire,  interference  with  employment,  health  and  safety. 

Apart  from  the  seriousness  of  the  monetary  loss  to  the  Province  occasioned 
by  fire,  still  more  serious  is  the  appalling  loss  of  life.  I  deeply  regret 

to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  fire  during 
the  past  year,  being  35  as  against  30  in  1933  and  9  in  1929.  Seventeen 

of  the  deaths  were  the  direct  result  of  the  improper  use  of  gasoline  or  coal 
oil;  either  in  cleaning  clothes  with  the  farmer,  or  in  attempting  to  light  fires 
with  the  latter. 

While  the  Department  has  made  an  attempt  to  secure  statistics  of  the 
number  of  injuries  resulting  from  fire,  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  do  so 
owing  to  the  lack  of  information,  and  also  the  various  sources  from  which 
reliable  information  is  secured.  Reports  available,  however,  received  from 
numerous  channels  indicate  there  are  large  numbers  annually,  many  of  which 
are  of  an  extreme  nature,  occasioning  disability  for  life. 

Compilation  of  Statistics. 

Statistics  are  compiled  from  loss  reports  filed  by  persons,  firms  or  corpora¬ 
tions  having  sustained  a  loss  by  fire,  and  also  from  reports  submitted  by 
adjustment  agencies,  insurance  companies  and  local  assistants.  The  reports  of 
the  deaths  by  fire  are,  of  course,  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Vital  Statistics. 

Legislation. 

No  amendments  were  effected  to  existing  legislation  at  the  1934  Session 
of  the  Legislature. 

Fire  Prevention  Exhibit. 

During  the  year  a  Fire  Prevention  Exhibit  was  displayed  by  the  Edmonton 
Exhibition  in  conjunction  with  the  City  of  Edmonton  Fire  Department.  The 
model  houses  built  in  1933  and  referred  to  in  the  report  of  that  year  were  again 
displayed  with  some  modifications,  while  the  exhibit  was  otherwise  changed  in 
style  sufficiently  to  create  a  new  public  interest.  A  new  scene-in-action  was 
displayed  which,  by  means  of  an  endless  chain,  illustrated  fire  engines  and 
other  fire  fighting  equipment  responding  to  'an  alarm,  the  thought  conveyed 
being  two-fold.  Firstly,  the  necessity  for  the  effective  control  of  fire,  and 
secondly,  expenditures  incurred  by  reason  of  carelessness.  The  display,  judging 
by  the  interest  taken  in  it  by  the  public,  was  appreciated  just  as  much,  if  not 
more,  than  in  the  previous  year.  Enquiries  respecting  construction  of  buildings, 
fire  prevention  methods,  fire  extinguishers  and  their  use,  etc.,  etc.,  were  more 
numerous  than  had  formerly  been  the  case.  The  effort  and  time  spent  and 
small  expenses  incurred  in  providing  the  exhibit  proved  to  be  overwhelmingly 
worth  while,  and  as  a  result,  it  is  intended  another  exhibit  will  be  displayed 
in  1935. 
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Fire  Prevention  Week. 

Fire  Prevention  Week  (October  8th  to  October  13th)  was  observed  by 
officers  of  the  Department  co-operating  with  various  fire  departments  and  other 
authorities  throughout  the  Province  in  visiting  schools  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
ducting  fire  drill  and  the  inspection  of  school  buildings,  and  the  remedying  of 
fire  hazards  which  were  found  to  exist.  The  system  of  inspection  adopted  in  pre¬ 
vious  years  was  again  carried  out  in  similar  manner  since  it  has  been  found  to  be 
the  most  suitable.  A  number  of  addresses  respecting  fire  prevention  were 
given  to  school  classes,  and  considerable  literature  distributed.  Assistance  was 
given  upon  request  to  as  many  towns  and  villages  during  the  period  before, 
after  and  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  in  undertaking  special  inspections  of 
properties  within  their  areas.  Inspections  of  hospitals,  schools  and  hotels  were 
given  precedence  over  other  occupancies.  On  account  of  the  necessity  of  cur¬ 
tailing  expenditures,  as  large  a  quantity  of  literature  as  in  former  years  was 
not  available.  (Until  last  year  the  supply  had  been  augmented  by  the 
Dominion  Fire  Commissioner.)  All  available  literature,  however,  was  collected 
and  distributed  to  the  best  advantage.  A  new  supply  will  be  secured  for  the 
year  1935,  and  aducational  activities  continued. 

Investigations. 

During  1934,  28  losses  of  suspicious  origin  were  investigated — a  reduction 
of  just  half  the  number  undertaken  the  previous  year.  This  was  not  due  so 
much  to  the  curtailment  of  expenditures,  but  to  there  having  been  less  fires  of 
suspicious  origin  reported.  Several  of  the  cases  investigated,  however,  entailed 
considerable  detail  and  work,  not  only  by  officers  of  this  Department,  but  by 
representatives  of  the  Fire  Underwriters’  Investigation  and  Loss  Information 
Bureau  of  Canada  resident  in  the  Province,  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police.  Details  of  investigations  undertaken  by  the  Department  may  be  found 
in  Table  7  appended  hereto.  Four  convictions  were  secured  within  the  Province 
during  the  year  on  charges  of  arson,  and  two  on  other  charges  arising  out  of 
losses  to  property  by  fire.  One  charge  of  theft  was  withdrawn  and  one 
dismissed.  Two  cases,  the  accused  having  been  committed  for  trial,  were 
awaiting  disposition  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two  courts  of  inquiry  to  determine 
the  cause  and  origin  of  certain  fires  were  also  held  during  that  period. 

Inspections. 

While  a  lesser  number  of  cities,  towns  and  villages  were  visited  and  inspected 
during  the  year  1934,  being  84  as  against  102  the  former  year,  a  much  larger 
number  of  written  orders  to  remedy  fire  hazards  found  to  exist  were  issued; 
131  written  orders  were  served  as  again  30  during  1933.  Officers  of  the 
Department  in  addition  to  ordering  131  remedies  by  written  order,  also  served 
verbal  notice  upon  34  persons  to  effect  immediate  remedies  of  fire  hazards. 
All  of  the  orders  in  question,  both  written  and  verbal,  were  carried  out  with 
very  slight  modification  in  a  very  few  cases,  and  without  appeal,  beyond  to  the 
Fire  Commissioner.  Many  other  remedies  to  existing  fire  hazards  were  effected 
without  inspection  by  means  of  correspondence.  In  addition  to  the  inspections 
enumerated,  20  special  inspections  were  undertaken  of  hospitals,  hotels  and  other 
institutions  by  request.  A  detail  of  the  character  of  written  orders  issued  is 
shown  in  Table  6. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  extended 
to  the  Department  by  fire  prevention  authorities  and  investigating  officers,  and 
public  spirited  citizens  who  have  so  generously  assisted  the  Department  in  its 
work.
